Today we insert a characteristic communica- 
tion from the Rev. A. Pringle, “ Clergyman of 
the Church of England at Hope.” ‘It may be 
stupidity in us, but we must honestly confess it 
to be beyond our comprehension. The most we 
can make of it is, that our style is not suitable ; 
we are too rough, too uncouth, too plain, toa 
colonial, too un-English, for the polished gentle- 
man @t Hope, We presume that our style, aye 
and sgbstance too, might admit of improvement, 
and we areendeavoring, like every honest writer 
and worker, to improve every day. Doubtless 
Mr. Pringle will.admit as much regarding him- 
self, or if he docs not certain we are that his 
congtegation will, if we may judge by the com- 
ments made on his style and substance by his 
hearers when he officiates in this city. It may 
be very profane in an Editor to contradict a 
“ Minister of the Gospel,” but necessity is laid 
upon us to write the truth at all times, as we have 
always endeavored to do, and we must therefore 
most emphatically deny, Ist, that our paper has 
been the “revolting medium of private feelings, 
venting themselves in intemperate, undisguised 
malevolence.of the person rather than the princ- 
ple attacked.” Mr. Pringle’s ipse-dizit is no proof. 

, That we have ever refused insertion to 
any vindication of Judge Beglie, sent to us from 
any quarter. 

We deny. that Mr. Pringle knows any- 
thing whatever of the subject upon which he 
writes. We deny his right or qualification to act 
as judge either as regards our style, or the Beg- 
bie injustice, ‘or the way in which errors and 
abuses are shown up in Great Britain. Every 
one acquainted with Mr. Pringle will bear us out 
in these denials, and will join us im protesting 
against the foul and slanderous charges preferred 
against. Mr. Moreland, We may be allowed to 
sympathize with Judge Begbie upon the unfor- 
tunate character and unfortunate advocacy of 
his friends.

Mr. Thomas Newton left Richfield on the 15th, 
arriving at Lillooet in 6} days and in this city 
11 days. He informs us that the snow was 5 
feet deep whenjhe left, | having fallen 10 inches 
the morning h¢ left. The weather had been 
mild, causing the snow to thaw and affording 
water for wotKing claims ; but it subsequently 
became cold avd snow! fell freely. The work. 
was still beingivigorously carried on in several 
of the claims, adid the yields continued very large. 
Onithe 14th the. Hard Curry Company washed 
The jumping excite- 
nient continued on the flat, where about 250 men 
were basily engaged in sinking shafts, and where 
a town is rapdl}- springing up which itis believed 
willl very shortfy exceed) Richfield towni.:: Nine 
large buildings¢were in, course of erection and 
any;number in contemplation. Carpenters and 
suwyers are all busy at high wages, There were 
700 men on the creek When Mr. Newton left, 
and it 1s his opinion that number mnst be incréas- 
ed to 2000 by this time, judging by the jnamber 
he met on the way. Provisions are not very 
abuidant at, figur $1, and other things - in pro- 
partion, with the exception of the article of to- 
»aceo, which Was selling at $5 per pound, The 
tradets had deéided to rnise floar to $1.25 dn the 
16th. Freight from the Forks of Quesuelle to 
Richfield was #0 cts. 8 pound, and has ‘to be 
carried-in by Indians and whites. The snow had 
entirely disapptared ftom the North Fork Bridge 
downwards, anf the road was vefty mudiély in 
many pluces. The laden animals were sinking 
very deeply on} the wagon road, as it was soft 
on account of the frost having just come out. Ma- 
jor Hutcheson’s train had arrived at the Forks, 
and @ great auibber of trains were on the way.

contain such eformons quantities of gold, neither 
party is likely to give way very quietly, and it 
is extremely ‘probable these disputes may end 
fatally unless precautionary measures of a thorough 
character be immediately organized.

ANGLICAN MISSIONARY MEETING. 

‘A pubhe migsionary meeting, under the auspi- 
ces of the Anglican Church, was held in the Hy- 
ack Hall on Saturday ‘evening, Colonel Moody, 
R.E,, in ni Wee" The principal speakers 
were the Rev. ‘A, C. Garrett, Principal. of Indian 
Missions at Victoria, Rev. J. Sheepshanks, Rec- 
tot df Holy Trimty Chatch, Attorney General 
Creake, Mr. Holbrook and Mr..Armstrong. The 
Chairman calléd upow the ‘Rev. J. Sheepshanks 
to address thd meeting, The rev. gentleman 
proposed the glowing resolution : 

“That in thé opinion of this meeting the state 
of the Indian tribes of British Columbia: is much 
to be lamented, and calls loudly upon a rapidly 
increasing Christian population for sympathy and 
improvement... oP. i? 

In the con®se of his femarks the rev. gentle- 
inan pointed git how [oar own ancestors had 
once been wrapped in 4 similar darkness. to that 
which is now spread over the benighted natives 
of this Colony; and ‘how it required years of pa- 
tient toil to subdue theirpgged Saxon, and bring 
him within theicircle of-christianity and civiliza- 
tion., What had been dane once might be done 
again. He then destribed the great success 
which had attended the :jabors of Mr. Wm. Dun- 
can at Fort Sifmpson, where about one thousand 
Judians have) abandoned their old homes and 
habits, and established’ # Christian village about 
20 miles from the Fort;:) After explaining many 
interesting poiats in the native superstitions of 
these strange people, concluded by pressing 
the resolution t@pon the practical regards of the 
meeting. The Chairmaye then called upon the 
Rey, A, ©. Gatret, Prisigipal of the Indian Mis- 
sidn at Victoria. Theirév. gentleman repeated 
many of. his jexperiepces while laboring among: 
the Indians of Vancouver, who are similar. in 
many, respects j et the Fraser. He told 
many interestiég anecdotes and legends illustra- 
tive of Indian belief my superstition, which at 
times convulsed the anflience with langhter, and 
again aroused the keeriest sympathy. He dwelt 
upon the fearful havocicaused amongst thei. by 
the vices of: thé civilizéd and by that dread atd 
awful, malady ie small-pox, He pointed out the 


. Breat/ and erying negessity which exists for the 


establishment 6f Missions, Schools and Indus- 


‘trial institutions amongst them, and urged upon 


thé meeting the claims of the aborigines upon their 


protection and sympath 


Attorney General Crease then rose and pro- 
posed the following regolution : 
“ That this meetingidesires respectfully but 
upon: the Bishopgon the eve of 
his departure for England, the condition and the 
wants of the pefishing/aborigines of this Colony.

He therefore hoped that the Bishop's 
aphedl tight be so supported by the voice‘ of 
British Columbia as t¢ enable him to adopt ex- 
tensive measures fof the improvement of the ab- 
origines. Mr. Holbrook, President of the Town 
Uouncil, seconded the resolution in an appropri- 
ate manner. 
Mr. Armstrong ther rose sat proposed that 
the Rev. J, Sheepshanks, Mr. Crease and Mr. 
Armstrong be appointed a Committee to draft an 
address to the Bishop, containing the above res- 
dlation, Seconded by Mr. Cormack, and cartied/ 
In seconding the above resolution Mr. Cor- 
tack took occasion to allude to the etduous and 
successful Jabors of the Rev. Mr. Fougnet nd 


other Roman Catholic Missionaries amongst the: 


Indians, aiid especially in this vicinity, expressing 
his regret that none of the speakers of the even- 
ing had noticed this feature of the case. Healso 
alluded to the fact that these devoted mén had 
vaccinated npwards of 12,000 Indians on the’ 
Lower Fraser, which had no doubt checked the 
ravages of the small pox amungst us, and the 
establishment of the. St. Mary’: Mission where 
they are rapidly organizing all the machinery of 
an ‘‘educational and industrial estabiishment,’’ in 
which the children are taught not only the usual 
branches uf an English education but also. agri- 
culture, and other industrial arts, and at which 
there are at present 24 buys in attendance, mavy¥ 
of them displaying a most extraordinary capadity 
for learning, Mr. Sheepshanks, in explanation, 
said that asthe meeting ‘was one under the au- 
spices of their own Charch, the resolutions and 
remarks were properly and necessarily confited 
to the schemes and operations of that Church, 
but at the same time he admitted the usefulness 
of the Missionaries alluded to, especially) in the 
tnatter of vaccination. He also stated that during 
his tour through the interior Jast year, he had 
vaccinated all the Indians he could find with the 
exception of the two encampments where they 
Tefused, and he had since learned that the - rav- 
ages of the disease had been cunfined to these 
Indians. Mr. Garrett also paid a very handsdme 
compliment to the Roman Catholic Missionarics 
on the Lower Fraser,. stating that he had no 
doubt we were indebted to them for the immu- 
nity from the ravages of that terrible disease 
which we have happily enjoyed. 

In closing the meeting Colonel Moody took 
occasion to express his deep anxiety for the wel- 
fare of the Indian tribes, and expressed an earu- 
est hope that that meeting was but the first ofa 
series which would result in the inauguration of 
some practical and comprehensive scheme for the 
amelioration of the present deplorable condition 
‘of the aboriginal tribes of this country. He said 
it had long been the sabject of the deepest thought 
with himself, and he trusted the time had .now 
atrived when the matter would take a mote prac: 
tieal tarn, and that every man claiming to | 
Christian would be found ready and willing to do 
his duty. A vote of thanks to the Chiirman 
was then unanimously carried, and the mectiig 
adjourhed. i 

It cannot but have struck every thoughtful 
mind that, considering the interest which His 
Excellency the Governor professes to take in the 
welfare of the Indians, he should not have given 
such a meeting at least the countenance of his 
presence. ‘ 

Tae Temperance Meetine came off in fine style 
on Monday evening. The andience was large. 
The Rev. R, Jamieson, as Vice-President, pre- 
sided. The Rev. J.Sheepshanks opened thie 
meeting with prayer, after which the chairman 
introduced the lecturer, the Rev. A. C. Garrett, 
who in.a very able and impressive speech kept 
the audience transported with interest for about 
an hour, at one time cansing the cye to fill with 
tears at the recital of. some touching incident, 
and-again producing convulsions of laughter by 
some-droll witicism. After Mr. Garrett had got 
through, the chairman called upon the Rev, Mr. 
Slieepshanks who responded by a very interest- 
ing address, and after a little cross-firing, which 
was immensely enjoyed by the audience, the 
méeting was closed by Mr. Garrett pronouncing 
thé benediction. i
